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Brazilian Elections: With most of the vote in 
from the south, leftists appear to have had consider- 
able success in Rio de Janeiro State and in Guana- 
bara, but to have suffered a setback in Sao Paulo and 
probably in Rio Grande do Sul. Assessment of leftist 
gains on a national basis must, however, await the 
outcome of the federal deputy races and the key guber- 
natorial race in Pernambuco. 

In the gubernatorial elections, conservative lido 
Meneghetti appears to be decisively ahead of the left- 
ist Labor party candidate in President Goulart’s home 
state of Rio Grande do Sul. In the key northeastern 
state of Pernambuco, conservative Cleophas is lead- 
ing pro-Communist Miguel Arraes by about 8,000 
votes. The outcome remains uncertain, however, be- 
cause the count includes more than half of the vote 
from the conservative interior but less than a quarter 
of the urban pro- Arraes vote. 

Extreme leftists have a sizable lead in Rio de 
Janeiro State and a marginal lead in Sergipe, while con- 
servatives are well ahead in Ceara and have a slight 
lead in Bahia. Conservative machine politician 
Adhemar de Barros has won over ex-President Quadros 
in Sao Paulo, while Eloy Dutra, enemy of anti-Commu- 
nist Governor Carlos Lacerda, has won in Guanabara. 

In the Senate elections, the winners of 25 of the 45 
contested seats are now known. Of these, 17 are cen- 
trists or conservatives, one is a reactionary, one is a 
Communist fellow-traveler, and two are leftist ultra- 
nationalists. Others cannot readily be classified, in- 
cluding, for example, millionnaire industrialist Ermirio 
de Moraes, who cooperated with the pro-Communist 
gubernatorial candidate in Pernambuco. 

Returns in federal deputy races are not yet avail- 
able for most states. Preliminary returns from the 
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interior state of Goias, however, indicate that Gou- 
lart’s Labor party (PTB) is not doing as well there 
as it is in Guanabara. The PTB, which elected one 
of eight deputies in the last election, will probably 
have only one or two seats in the incoming Goias del- 
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
